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THE HUGHES PROPOSALS 


The significance of President Harding's 


•words at the bier of America's unknown 
dead in Arlington national cemetery on 
'Armistice Day. -when he said that the 
sacrifice of "the millions of dead shall not 
be in vain," appears to be reflected in the 
proposal presented by Secretary of State 
Hughes to the "Washington conference for 
•the limitation of naval Nannament. It is 
both a bold and a drastic stroke at arma- 
ment, ringing true to the declaration of 
President Harding that: ''There must be 
—there shall be—the commanding voice 
of a conscious civilization against armed 
•warfare." 


•Whatever the delegates assembled at 


(Washington representing the powers of 
Europe may think, the American people 
will applaud the plan presented by Secre- 
tary Hughes. He has laid the cards on 
the table face up and if a "waiting world 
"tr-an'ted proofs of American sincerity in 
the calling of this conference and. in its 
professed desire to reduce the possibili- 
ties of tvar. it -will find them in Mr. 
Hughes' submission for its consideration 
of his four general principles. The pro- 
posals offered are typically American. 
The"y go straight to the heart of the prob- 
lem.- There is not the slightest suggestion 
" of beating about the bush or of Involving 
the question "with niceties of distinction 
such, as European, ^diplomacy invariably'' 
contrives to thro^f" about and complicate 
.negotiations of this kind. It is particular- 
ly cbaracteristic-o£' Mr. Hughes!" and we 


*• have no doubt he has followed his own in- 


stincts and his own -ways of reaching de- 
cisions with directness and fearlessness. 


The crux of Mr. Hughes'" plan is that 


all capital ships now being built ortauthor- 
ized- shall be abandoned. If this course 
•were to be followed it would mean the 
stoppage of trork on warships aggregat- 
ing hundreds of millions of dollars. For 
the United States alone it '-would mean the 
scraping of fifteen capital ships under con- 
struction. Japan would have to give up her 
program of building sixteen dreadnanghts 
scd battle cruisers and Great Britain 
would stop construction on four monster 
ships now under way. Not only this, but 
the American government proposes that 
no more ships be laid down for the next 
ten years, that in .the meantime there shall 
"be further reduction by the scrapping of 
certain of the older ships, and that, in 
general, regard shall be had for the exist- 
ing naval strength of the powers con- 
cerned. Eventually the basis of maximum 
replacement tonnage for capital ships 
would be, for the United States and Great 
Britain, 500.000 tons"«ach, and for Ja- 
pan, 300.000 tons. For other ships the 
basis of replacement would be somewhat 
the same. Definite recommendations are 
made as to each nation for the carrying 
out of the program from, beginning to 
end. 


If America appears 'to get a little the 


best of the bargain, in that she is author- 
ized to maintain z. navy equal in power to 
that of Great Britain at the end of ten 
years, and her margin over Japan is as 
five to three, it cannot be argued success- 
fully that undue account has been taken of 
power and resourcefulness, nay. even of 
her rights and responsibilities. It is quite 
evident that the United States is in a po- 
sition, if it so desires, to eclipse Great 
Britain in naval strength, and to leave Ja- 
pan far behind. '"\Ve can, if we wish, build 
a greater navy tban all the Euro}>ean pow- 
ers combined and probably Japan thrown 
m. In ils prostrate condition Europe 
could for jnany years be no formidable 
rival of lie United States in armament ex- 
pansion. 'When we add to this the further 
important fact whether Europe and the 
Orient admit it or not, that American 
power and prestige are Ihe best guaran- 
tees of Christian civilization, of good un- 
derstanding among nations and of the 
peaceful development of the world thai 
can be given, we arc modest in onr claims. 
Therefore, knowing our Aspirations aad 


our purposes as we do, and they liavo been 
proved 'throughout our history, we arc en- 
titled to take a high place, indeed the 
highest place, in am- tagreed measure of 
military strength. To those conclusions 
(jrcat Britain, France or Japan, may take 
exception, but if they hope sincerely to 
promote the cause of peace and to relieve 
'their peoples of the crushing burden of 
armament, if they have in reality come to 
this conference in good faith, they must 
give recognition to American leadership 
and must indorse in substantially the form 
presented Mr. Hughes" epoch-making pro-- 
giam. 


The Hughes program is adequate. 
It 


contemplates ultimately reasonable naval 
forces for policing and for serving nation- 
al interests and security. It will relieve 
peoples of billions of dollars of taxation, 
immediate and prospective. By limiting 
the tonnage of future ships there can be 
no concealed evasion of reduced arina- 
.inents^/ Mr. Hughes has offered to the 
•world a conception of splendid statesman- 
ship for the abatement of a monumental 
folly among nations. It rises in every 
•vvay to the ideals, to the history, to the 
policies of this nation. It is a contribu- 
tion to peace and progress that befits the 
republic of Washington. Lincoln. 'Wilson. 
It demands a showdown from Europe and 
Asia. It permits no evasion, no subter- 
fuge. The powers of the Old "World will 
either take it or leave it alone, arid if they 
reject it they will be branded with-dis- 
honesty and treachery. Unless these na- 
tions agree to the Hughes plan, at least as 
a basis for.action, the United States will 
be abundantly .-justified in adopting a poli- 
cy of isolation and in proceeding to guar- 
antee its -own future a.nd security regard- 
less of cost. Not to agree to this bonafide 
reduction of naval armaments would be 
equivalent to repudiation of the lofty sen- 
timents of peace expressed in the pream- 
ble to the covenant of the League of Na- 
tions. Mr. Hughes has given the Wash- 
ington conference the opportunity its dele- 
gates have professed to be longing for ever 
since their appointment. We shall soon 
find out whether they meant what they 
said.

A TRIBUTE TO WILSON 


The most striking incident of the Ar- 


mistice day observance in Washington was 
the ovation tendered former President 
"Wilson when he appeared in the parade 
escorting the body of the unknown soldier 
to Arlington cemetery for burial. Disre- 
garding entirely the solemnity -of the oc- 
casion the vast crowd all along the line of 
march broke forth into tumultuous ap- 
plause st the sight of the stricken ex-presi- 
"deni It was a tribute that, considering 
the circumstances, probably had never be- 
fore been paid to a former o'ccupant of the 
"White house. It was at once au evidence 
of great affection and high regard. It al- 
so is prophetic of what the nation's esti- 
mate of Mr. "Wilson's service to his coun- 
try will be-when-the broken body has final- 
ly yielded to the fatal burdens imposed 
upon it by the war. The Wilson spirit, 
the "Wilson ideals, the Wilson leadership 
still live- Can anyone doubt that they 
will lay stronger and even deeper hold on 
the nation.a§ the years pass?

IS KAW ANIMAL. FOOD HYGIENIC? 


The typhoid oysitvr has made indulgence- in blue 


points on tho half shell a rca( adventure for the 
epicure who has not been Immunized 
with 
the 


prophylactic Iwctorin. Yet milk is the medium of 
conveyance for typhoid bacilli much more frequent 
ly Mian oysters arc. and few who purchase and 
drink milk ever give a thought to tho possibility of 
contamination by unclean handling at one point or 
another from cow to table, or consider that milk 
furnishes an ideal culture medium for any disease 
germs which a careless or uncleanly handler may 
contribute. Pastcurizataion destroys any typhoid 
germs present, and most other disease germs (Mctch- 
nikoff declared it did not destroy tubercle bacilli), 
and pasteurization is as effective for oy&ters as it 
is for milk. 


Experiments have clearly proved that rabbits do 


not grow or thrive as well on sterilized food as on 
raw food, and similar observations have been mado 
in the nutrition of certain other animals. There is 
a sreat deal of testimony also that infants and 
children do not thrive and grow as well on sterilized 
milk or on pasteurized milk as they do on cleanf 
pure raw milk. The heating applied invstcrilization 
or in pasteurization seems to destroy Something 
indefinite that is present in raw milk, and nowadays 
we call that indefinite something a vitamin, what- 
ever a vitamin-may be. If tho wholesomencss of 
the milk supply is not mado sure by certification, 
and boiling or pasteurization is resorted to as com- 
promise with uncertainty about purity, then it is 
mportant to see to it that tho infant or child de- 
pending lamely upon milk for nourishment shall 
-eceive each day some fresh orange juice, tomato 
uice, or any other fresh fruit juice, to furnish tho 
vitamin lacking in the cooked milk. 


The popular delusion that there is some virtue 


n raw eggs not obtainable in cooked egss must be 
dismissed as groundless. 


Certain individuals cultivate or acquire an appe- 
ito for certain raw or very rare meats, such aa 
raw beef in the "cannibal sandwich," or raw ham 
n tho Italian dish called proscietta. or something 
ike that, or uncooked or insufficiently cooked sau- 
iage. Since the cow is the intermediate host of one 
pecies of tapeworm and the pig is tho intermediate 
host of the trichina worm, these raw or insufficl- 
•ntly cooked flesh foods may convey the larval 
orms of the parasites to man. It is therefore wise 
o have all such meat served well done. 
Another practice which is objectionable Is the 
mrchase of ground meat in the raw state (such as 
Hamburg steak). 
It is safer to have the meat 


ground while you wait, and immediately delivered, 
or when such meat stands for a time in a shop 
here is always a possible chance for contamination 
rith the bacillus of botulism, which may produce 
erlous or fatal Illness in one who eats of the meat, 
'ven tho it has been cooked, for the toxin or poison- 
if the bacillus botulinus is not destroyed by cook- 
ng. tho the germ Itself may be. 


Another delusion someteimes supported by old 
ime nurses and doctors, is that raw beef Juice has 
ome mysterious virtue not possessed by the juice* 
if cooked beef, or that very rare or almost raw 
•>eef has nutritive value not possessed by whoroly 
looked beef. This is wholly imaginary, and not 
without danger. The cooking of meat rather rend- 
ers the meat more digestible and more nutritious.
